Toklo, May 28.—The Japanese army 
swept the Russians from Kin Chou 
Thursday morning, and in a desperate 
attack stormed the almost impregna- 
ble position of the Russians on Nan^ 
Shan Hill, west of Tallenwan. The bat- 
tle raged in the hills all through the 
night, 
and 
fragmentary 
telegrams 
from the Japanese headquarters report 
that the .engagement is still in pro^ 
gress, and that the Japanese are still 
pursuing 
the 
Russians south from 
Nanshan and the head of Tallenwan 
bay. 
The Russians had made «lab- 
orate preparations to check the Japa- 
nese 
movement 
south on the Liao 
Tung peninsula toward Port Arthur. 


They had fortified the high ground 
on the south shore of Tallenwan bay. 
The 
extreme Russian right was at 
Hushangtao and the extreme left at 
Nanshan ' Hill. 
This 
hill was the 
strongest part 'of the line; a series 
of batteries, strongly emplaced, crowd- 
ed its crest» while rifle pits extended 
around its sides, and around the base 
on the northern and eastern sides were 
stretched well made wire entangle- 
ments. Another line of defenses, also 
protected with wire entanglements, ex- 
tended from Yen Chia Tung, near the 
head of Tallenwan bay, due north of 
L'uichia TieUv which lies south of Kin 
Chou. 


A strong Hussian force was posted 
at Kin Chou. 
It consisted of infantry 
and artillery. 


Artillery Due! Opens. 


Wednesday morning at 5.30 the Jap- 
anese attacked Kin Chou, and for three 
hours they had an artillery duel with 
the batteries on Nanshan Hill. 
The 
Russian gunners searched the Japa- 
nese lines with their fire, but failed 
to inflict much damage. 


The batitle waa resumed mt dawn on 
Thursday. 


Three Japanese gunboats then en- 
tered Kin Chou bay, and in co-opera- 
tion with the artillery on shore, shelïed 
the Russian positions on Nanshan HilL 
A Russian gunboat in 
Tallenwan 
bay steamed close to tbe shore and 
shelled the Japanese left. 


From «dawn tlie batteries on both 
ÉiileB hammered away at each other. 


At an early hour the Japanese infan- 
try moved forward, and at B.20 Thurs- 
day morning they entered Kin Chou, 
the Russians retiring to the south. 


The fighting continued into Thurs- 
day night, the Japanese pressing to the 
south 
and 
storming Nanshan Hill. 
They followed the retreating Rusaians 
through the southern hills. 


The Russian resistance at Nanshan 
Hill was stubborn. The Japanese made 
a seriefi of assaults before the Rus- 
sians finally yielded the position. The 
Russians 
abandoned 
this hill at 3 
o'clock in the afternoon, 
retreating 
toward Nanquan Ling, where it is un- 
derstood a second line ^f 
defenses 
vexlst. 


Storming Of 44(11 a Bloody Affair. 
Subsequent reports received here 'In- 
dicate that the storming of Nanshan 
Hill was a bloody alTair. The Japa- 
nese first centered their fire on the 
Russian batteries, in which work they 
were aided by four gunboats from Kin 
Chou bay. 
They succeeded in silenc- 
ing many of tbe enemy's guns. 


Nine successive times the Japanese 
charged the fortified heights in the face 
»f a storm of death niealfng missiles, and 
in their last effort they carried the forts 
and trenches only after a bayonet to 
bayonet conflict with the Russians, who 
made a desperate, dospairing struggle 
to beat back the oncoming hordes. 
, At a critical moment the ammunition 
of the artillery ran low, and it was de- 
cided to cast the remaining ammuni- 
tion into one final desperate assault. 
Fortunately, however, at the moment 
this decision was reached the Japanese 
squadron in Kinchou Bay, which had 
ceased bombarding when the infantry 
had first moved forward, suddenly re- 
sumed the shelling of Nanshan HIH. 


Then it wa* that the issues of the 
day were determined at a montent when 
the outcome was 
fluttering 
between 
success and defeat for -Japan—at that 
moment was an almost certain repulse 
converted into victory so successtul 
that the forces of the caar were swept 
into confusion and disorderly retreat. 
With every Japanese gun centering i u 
fire 
upon 
tat» 
Nanshan 
forts 
and 
trenches, the 3HPane.^e infanti^' spran^; 
over the budiak -of the dead .comradeb 
who had sacri;ivi?d ihiiir live« in thj- 


line rushed lorward toward the Russian 
left, where the fire of the Japanese 
squadron had proved most deadly and 
which was the first to weaken under 
the deathdealing bc^mbardment. 
And 
It was there that the first breach was 
made in the human stone wall that all 
day Lad been an invincible barrier to 
the impetuous assaults of the brown 
men. 


Jt was the fourth division of the 
Osska men that stormed the Russian 
Ifit. H had once been said that Osaka 
n«Mi were not brave. It will never be 
aafd again. 


The first division of Tokio, which 
had the centre, and the third division 
of 
Naffoya, 
ihe left, and 


which had been expobtd all day to the 
Russian fire against the front 
flank, 
now 
followed 
the 
example of the 
Osaka men, and rushed forward, and 
the battle became transformed from an 
artillery duel into one of personal con- 
flict, with the bayonet as the instru- 
ment of warfare. On every parapet the 
restless, death-defying Japanese surg- 
ed forward in increasing oiumbers, and, 
hustling 
the 
Russians 
from 
their 
trenches, swept over the hill. At 7.30 
o'clock, as the sun was sinking be- 
neath the horizon, the flag of the land 
of the Rising Sun floated above the 
blood-sodden Nanshan Hill, while the 
shouts of "Banzai" swelled from hill 
to hill and re-echoed from squadron 
to fort. 


The Japanese paid for their victory 
in 3500 killed and wounded. 
To the 
Russians the humiliation of defeat was 
intensified by the loss of 68 cannon and 
10 machine guns, while lying dead In 
the forts and trenches were 500 men, 
the victims of the accuracy of Japanese 
long-distance 
marksmanship and of 
close-range 
fighting.

DEATH COivUUERS 
SENATOR QUAY

Beaver, Pa,, May 30.—Colonel Mat- 
thew 
Stanley 
Quay, senior 
senator 
from Pennsylvania, 
slept peacefully 
into death after an'illnees which had 
been more or less persistent for the 
past year, which took a turn for the 
worse ten days ago, and which the 
doctors diagnosed as chronic gastritis. 


The funeral will be held tomorrow 
Sifternoon, and the remains* will be in- 
terred in he historic burial plot in 
Beaver cemetery. 'Tomorrow morning 
the lK)dy will be -carried to the First 
Presbyterian church in charge of Post 
475, G. A. R., of which Senator Q . ly 
was a member, and lie in state from 
•9 a, m. until 1 p. m. 
The church will 
then be cleared, and at 2 o'clock the 
funeral services will be conducted by 
Hev, J. S. Ramsey, pastor of the First 
Presbyterian church, assisted by Rev, 
Appleton Bash, D. D., of the Methodist 
Episcopal church. 


Senator Quay'-« illness began about 
a year ago. It was a recurrence of the 
trouble that beset him during the lat- 
ter part of 1900 and the early days of 
January, 1901, when he was undfirgo- 
ing the strain of a desperate fight for 
re-election to the senate. 


For a time he seemed Improved and 
gave much of his time to outdoor ex- 
ercise. Never a strong man physically, 
Senator Quay prided himself on his 
endurance and believed 
firmly 
that 
outdoor 
life would 
restore 
him 
to 
health and give him years longer lease 
lease of life. 


Last summer, after the political sit' 
uation had cleared -up in the îfotate. 
Quay decided upon a long outins;. Ac- 
companied by United Slates Marshal 
Stephen Stone, of ^Beaver, and Ben 
Sooy, he went into rthe heart of the 
great 
Maine 
wilderness, 
traveling 
tuiles and living in the open. At that 
time he complained of weakness and 
continued loss of Btreiigth. The mal-. 
ady which brought him ^to his befi ^nd.. 
death was then tal'Mng ferni hold. 


H^ began lo losQ fi^h*—at first frat}* 


ually, but later pound by pound.' His 
stomach refused to assimilate th© food 
It got, and nutrition falling, weakness 
followed. On his return from thewoods 
Quay was bronied as a veteran and 
looked sturdy euough to live years 
when he celebrated his 70th birthday 
at Beaver last fall, tind at the time 
seemed In excellent health. The loss 
of weight, however, weighed constant* 
ly on his mind. 


The senator went back to Washing- 
ton and very soon after was taken to 
Philadelphia, where ho was placed un- 
der treatniQnt of Drs. White and Sten- 
gel, two eminent sppclalists of that 
K-lty. 
They ordered him to Atlantic 
City, hoping the sea nir would aid in 
his recovery, but the loss continued 
gradually. Imperceptible day by day. 
but sure. 


Finding that Atlantic City did noth- 
ing toward reviving the distinguished 
1%'tlent, the physirJans advised him to 
return to Washington. Tliere his con- 
dition continued unchanged. One day 
he was out The next he was unable 
to leave the house. 
. 


In order to escape the worries of 
oflltial life and 
be entirely 
securo 
against intrusion, Senator Quay de- 
cided to come to Pennsylvania. 
In 
going to Morganza, where his brother, 
Jared Quay, was superintendent of the 
Western Pennsylvania Reform School, 
the thought was that in that place he 
could be visited by none but his physi 
clans and the family. 


In a few days his condition became 
so alarming that the family decided to 
remove him to Beaver. This was the 
last move. It was hoped that the old 
home and the old friends would revive 
him. but it did not. Those who were 
permitted to see him were shocked. 
Instead of the little, short stolid flprure 
of yore, there was an emaciated, sun 
ken Quay, weak as a clilld, unable to 
walk, peevish but brave. For a day or 
two there was improvement, and hope 
again pervaded the stricken family, 
but it was only temporary. He became 
unconscious and 
remained 
so 
until 
death came. 


Friday he rallied again and was able 
to converse with ex-Senator J. Donald 
Cameron for a time. 
Senator Quay 
had sent for Cameron, but never told 
anybody what he wanted. That samt 
night the absent jnembers of the fam 
ily were pummoned and every prepara 
tion foi lae end made.

Tokio, May 28.—The Japanese army 
swept the Russians from Kin Chou 
Thursday morning, and in a desperate 
attack stormed the almost impregna­ 
ble position of the Russians on Nan- 
shan Hill, west of Tallenwan. The bat­ 
tle raged in the hills all through the 
night, 
and 
fragmentary 
telegrams 
from the Japanese headquarters report 
that the itngagement is still In pro­ 
gress, and that the Japanese are still 
pursuing 
the 
Russians south from 
Nanshan and the head of Talienwan 
bay. 
The Russians had made «lab­ 
órate preparations to check the Japa­ 
nese 
movement 
south on the Liao 
Tung peninsula toward Port Arthur. 
They had fortifled the high ground 
oB the south shore of Talienwan bay. 
The extreme Russian right was at 
Hushangtao and the extreme left at 
Nanshan " Hill. 
This 
hill was the 
strongest part ot the line; a series 
of batteries, strongly emplaced, crowd­ 
ed its crest» while rifle pits extended 
around its sides, and around the base 
on the northern and eastern sides were 
stretched well made wire entangle­ 
ments. Another line of defenses, also 
protected with wire entanglements, ex­ 
tended from Yen Chia Tung, near the 
head of Talienwan bay, due north of 
Liiichia Tienv which lies south of Kin 
Chou. 
A strong Hussian force was posted 
at Kin Chou. It consisted of infantry 
and artillery. 
Artillery Duet Opens. 
Wednesday morning at 5.30 the Jap­ 
anese attacked Kin Chou, and for three 
hours they had an artillery duel with 
the batteries on Nanshan Hill. 
The 
Russian gunners searched the Japa­ 
nese line» with their fire, but failed 
to Inflict much damage. 
The battle waa resumed ut dawn on 
Thursday. 
Three Japanese gunboats then en­ 
tered Kin Chou bay, and in co-opera­ 
tion with the artillery on shore, shelled 
the Russian positions on Nanshan HilL 
A Russian gunboat in Talienwan 
bay steamed close to tbe shore and 
■ helled the Japanese left. 
From 4awn tlie batteries on both 
ifldes hammered away at each other. 
At an ^arly hour the Japanese infan­ 
try moved forward, and at B.20 Thurs­ 
day morning they entered Kin Chou, 
the Russians retiring to tbe south. 
The fighting continued into Thurs­ 
day night, the Japanese pressing to the 
south 
and 
itorming Nanshan Hill. 
They followed the retreating Russians 
through the southern hills. 
The Russian resistance at Nanshan 
'Hill was stubborn. The Japanese made 
a serie« of assaults before the Rus­ 
sians finally yielded the ipositlon. The 
•Russians 
abandoned 
this hill at 3 
o'clock in the afternoon, 
retreating 
toward Nanquan Ling, where it is un­ 
derstood a second line 4>t defenses 
«xist. 
8 tormln0 of 4^fll a Bloody Affair. 
Subsequent reports received here 'In­ 
dicate that the storming of Nanshan 
Hill was a bloody affair. The Japa­ 
nese first centered their lire on the 
Russian batteries, in which work they 
were aided by four gunboats from Kin 
'Chou bay. They succeeded in silenc* 
ing many of the enemy's guns. 
Nine successive times the Japanese 
charged the fortified heights In the face 
a storm of death »dealing missiles, and 
in their last effort they carried the forts 
and trenches only after a bayonet to 
bayonet confilct with the Russians, who 
made a desperate, despairing struggle 
to beat back the oncoming hordes, 
, At a critical moment the ammunition 
of the artillery ran low, and it was de­ 
cided to cast the remaining ammuni­ 
tion into one final desperate assault. 
Fortunately, however, at the moment 
this decision was reached the Japanese 
squadron In Kinchou Bay, which had 
ceased bombarding when the infantry 
had first moved forward, suddenly re­ 
sumed the shelling of Nanshan Hill. 
Then It wají that the Issues of the 
éay were determinod at a mordent when 
the outcome was fluttering between 
success and defeat for .Japan—at that 
moment was an almost ^certain repulse 
converted into victory go successful 
that the forces of the c*ar were swept 
Into confusion and disorderly retreat. 
With every Jnpanese gun centering its 
fire upon 
Nanshan forts and 
trenches, the J^panewe infanti^^ spran-5 
over the budítA 
the dead .comrades 
who had sacriilvt*d thtiir live« )n th;- 
.jjrevious íruitle4Já charijee. The entire 


line rushed lorward toward the Russian 
left, where the fire of the Japanese 
squadron had proved most deadly and 
which was the first to weaken under 
the deathdealing bc»mbardment. And 
It was there that the first breach was 
made in the human stone wall that all 
day Lad been au invincible barrier to 
the impetuous assaults of the brown 
men. 
It was the fourth division of the 
Osska men that stormed the Russian 
Isil. It had once been said that Osaka 
were not brave. It will never be 
said again. 
The first division of Tokio, which 
had the centre, and the third division 
of 
Nagoya, 
c i * e \ ' i \ t h e left, and 
which had been exposed all day to the 
Russian fire against the front flank, 
now 
followed the 
example of the 
Osaka men, and rushed forward, and 
the battle became transformed from an 
artillery duel into one of personal con­ 
flict, with the bayonet as the instru­ 
ment of warfare. On every parapet the 
restless, death-defying Japanese surg­ 
ed forward in increasing oaumbers, and, 
hustling the Russians 
trom 
their 
trenches, swept over the hill. At 7.30 
o’clock, as the sun was sinking be­ 
neath the horizon, the flag of the land 
of the Rising Sun floated above the 
blood-sodden Nanshan Hill, while the 
shouts of “Banzai"’ swelled from hill 
to hill and re-echoed from squadron 
to fort. 
The Japanese paid for their victory 
in 3500 killed and wounded. To the 
Russians the humiliation of defeat was 
intensified by the loss of 68 cannon and 
10 machine guns, while lying dead In 
the forts and trenches were 500 men, 
the victims of the accuracy of Japanese 
long-distance 
marksmanship and of 
close-range fighting.

Senator Quay'« illness began about 
a year ago.

For a time he seemed improved and 
gave much of his time to outdoor ex­ 
ercise. Never a strong man physically, 
Senator Quay prided himself on his 
endurance and believed flrmly that 
outdoor life would restore him to 
health and give him years iongar lease 
lease of life.

BALTIMORE MAYOR 
KILLS HIMSELF

Jiimself in his bedroom

the time of the tragedy asleep in an 
adjoining room and was awakened by

On market day in the West Indies 
thousands of peasant women and girls 
can be seen walking along the roads to 
the town from their palm-thatched 
huts In the mountains and woods. 'They 
carry on their heads Immense loads 
of bananas, oranges, yams, plantains, 
brown sugar or tobacco, stepping along ■ 
at the rate of four miles an hour with 
the gaJt of a princess. 
Constant carrying of heavy loads 
gives them a splendid carriage. They 
will walk forty miles to market to sell 
thirty cents’ worth of produce. Often , 
they could sell the same stuff for a bet­ 
ter price at their homes, but they enjoy 
the merry company on the road and 
the fun and gossip of the market place 
too much to give up their weekly 
Jaunt. Most people think such a tramp 
hard work, but they regard it as a 
picnic. 
Tramping along over rongb . 
mountain tracks, fording swift riveri, 
tuging fractious mules In the way they 
should go. these women never let tbeii 
loads fall. 
They could dance a jig , 
without dropping them. 
Meanwhile the men folk—who hare 
not even taken the trouble to sow oc 
harvest the crops, much less carry 
them to market—are sleeping In tb«. 
palm-thatched hut or lying down In to< 
yam patch outside and smoking the 
strong native tobacco. 
“On my estate.” said a coffee plantet 
to an American friend, “I employ about 
GOO people in the busy season, besides 
200 or 300 children. The women out­ 
number the men by more than two tc 
one, and do far better work, though 
they are only paid eighteen cents a day, 
as compared with the men’s twenty-, 
four cents. The difference in wages Ii 
most unfair, but It Is regulated by an 
iron-bound 
custom.” — Kansas 
City 
Star.

Gtttysburgf^s Great Day. 


Following the example sot by President 
MrKinley and othei^P of his diptinguished 
j)rcdcoeBRors in the executive chair, Pres- 
iident Roopevelt came to Gettysburj^ Mon- 
day and delivered the Memorial Day ora- 
iion on tlie famous battlefield. The crowd 
^as one of the larROst that ever attended 
»niilar exerciftes there, and included larj^e 
tJelegations of veterans from Harrisburg, 
^Philadelphia, Heading and other pointSr 
Governor Pennypacker presided over tho 
exercises and introduced the President as 
the chief orator of the day. The Presi- 
dent was given an enthusiastic welcome 
*nd his address was listened to with clos- 
tBt attention by the large crowd. 


When President Roosevelt arrived in 
the morning between 8 and 9 o'clock, the 
Third Artillery from Fort Myer, under 
Ciiptain Summerall, lired a salute of twen- 
ISy-one guns in hie honor. 
This siilute was 
ttred at the same time of day and at the 
iiieutical spot where this same l^attery fir- 
ed the opening shot of the buttle of Get- 
tysburg, nearly forty-one years ago. 


The parade and ceremony in the Na- 
tional Cemetery took place in the after- 
noon, and during the morning the Presi- 
dential party visited points of interest on 
tho battlefield, as the guest of the Nation- 
al Park ComniiBsioners, through their 
cliairman, Colonel John P. Nicholson, ol 
Philadelphia. 


The streets along the line of march of 
the panule were gaily decorated with flags 
mid bunting, and the occasion was the 
most brilliant and successful Memorial 
Day ceremony ever held in Gettysburg. 


Governor Peimypacker, who presided 
at tho inemonal cei'omony, arrived in the 
inorning, and was at once driven to the 
I'resbytcrian Church, where he listened 
t) a sermon delivered by Dr. Edward E v 
wett HalC; chaplain of the United States 
Kenate. 


After the service, the Governor took 
lunchcon at the house of Dr. E. J, Wolf^ 
of ilxQ Theological Seminary, whose guest 
iui was during his visit. 


President Koosovelt ^vas escorted to the 
toptrum on the battlefield by several hun- 
dred veterans of the Civil AVar. 
The 
i^rcBident and his special escort were pre- 
ceded by several organizations including 
H squadron of United States cavahy, the 
^rhird United States artillery and the Ma- 
iiiic Band, of Wasliington. 
Mrs. Kuose- 
Velt and other members of the President's 
|iftrty followtMlin carriages. 
The rear of 
the procession consistwl of civic organiza- 
lions and citizens in carnages. 


HJiortly before tho President began 
upealiing, rain began to fall, and continu- 
ed throughout his address. 
He asked the 
tliiojig of many thousands standing l^efore 
him with lieads bared to put on their head 
covering to protect them to some extent 
Irom tlie rain.

The parade and ceremony in the Na­ 
tional Cemetery took place in the after­ 
noon, and during the morning the Presi­ 
dential party visited point« of interest on 
tho battlefield, as the guest of the Nation­ 
al Park Commissioners, throngh their 
cliairman, Colonel John P. Nicholson, of 
Huladelphia, 
The streets along the line of march of 
the parade were gaily decorated with flags 
Riid bunting, and the occasion was the 
most brilliant and successful Memorial 
Day ceremony ever held in Gettysburg. 
Governor Peimypacker, who presided 
at the memorial ceremony, arrived in the 
morning, and was at once driven to the 
IVesbytcrian Church, where he listened 
t) a sermon delivered by Dr. Edward Ev- 
ei'ett Hale, chaplain of the United States 
Senate. 
After the service, the Governor took 
)unchcon at the house of Dr. E. J. Wolf, 
of tho Theological Seminary, whose guest 
lie was during his visit. 
President Roosevelt ^vas escorted to the 
toptrum on the battlefield by several hun­ 
dred veterans of the Civil AVar. 
The 
J^resident and his special escort were pre­ 
ceded by several organizations inclutling 
H squadron of United States cavalry, the 
^fliird United States artillery and the Ma- 
iiuc Band, of Washington. 
Mrs. Kuose- 
Veit and other members of the President’s 
|varty foliowt^ in carriages. The rear of 
the procession consisti^l of civic organiza- 
lioiiK and citizens in carriages. 
Shortly before tl\e President began 
»peaking, rain began to fall, and continu­ 
ed throughout his address. 
He asked the 
tli^)jig of many thousands standing l^efore 
him with heads bared to x)ut on their hea<l 
foveving to protect them to some extent 
Iroin llie rain. Jn his address he eulo- 
gizinl those who fought for the Union, and 
Hiud the lessons they tiuiglit were fealty, 
i<leal love of country and justice to their 
iellow men. Tho country now is undi­ 
vided ; all are one now of sons of those 
wliQ wore the blue and thijse who wore 
ttie gray.

immcdiatHy shoot any dog found on the 
Rtteets without a muzzle. 
After a winter 
of unusual severity, like the late one, dogs 
are much inclined to go mad when the 
first hot weather comes. At least scientific 
men say so. It is w’orth while, thevefore, 
to keep an eye on your dog, and if you 
find him acting strangely, take no chance 
in the matter, but get a gun and shoot 
him. If the dog pupulation of this or any 
adjacent county was reduced one half 
there would still be dogs enough to go 
around. 
Children should not be allowed to fon­ 
dle dogs or play with them at this time. 
Before going mad a dog is usually sullen, 
but if he tries to lick your hands ami face 
it is the worst of signs. Just now, keep 
away from dogs and if they act suspcious- 
ly, don’t wait till they go mad and bite 
some one. Dispose of them at once. 
If 
a dog disappears from^ and returns in a 
day or two with a w^eary, bedraggled ap- 
l)earance, it’s a sure sign of rabies.

From the Gulf to the boundary, and 
from ocean to ocean, the trek to the 
Dominion goes on. Not only the wheat 
growers of the Central Mississippi Val- 
ley, but the ranchers of Texas and 
New Mexico, and the cultivators of the 
comparatively virgin soil of Oklahoma 
are pouring towards the productive 
vacant lands of the Canadian North- 
west 
It is no tentative, half-hearted 
departure for an alien country that is 
^ .inanifested in this exodus; it has be- 
CQifte almost a rush to secure posses- 
sion of"l*n(J which it is feared, by 
those imperfectly aetiualnted with the 
vast area of Canada's vacant lands, 
may all be acquired before they ar- 
rive. There is no element of specula- 
tion or experiment lu the migration.

Japan to Trade

EFORE the beginning of the year 1853 the Japanese Govornmont 
sent word to Commodore Perry, through the Dutch traders, tljat 
the Emperor was dead. As it turned out, this >vas true, but our 
commander did not feel sure of it, and he was by no means dis- 
posed to accept the suggestion, convoyed with the message, that 
it would be impossible under the circumstances to renew tho 
negotiations for a long time to come. 
Accordingly, early in 
February, 1854, we found ourselves once more in the Bay of 
Yeddo, our squadron on this occasion comprising eight vessels, 
throe of which were steamers—the Powhatan, Susquehanna and 
Mississippi. The others were the Macedonian, Vandalin, Lexington. Southamp- 
ton and Saratoga. 
The commodore made the Powhatan his flagship, and 1 
was his navigating officer. 


This time tho Japs were convinced that we meant business. The Emperor 
appointed five high counsellors of state, three of whom were princes, to nego* 
Hate the treaty which had been requested by President Fillmore in his letter, 
and a building was erected to furnish a suitable setting for the ceremony. It 
was of wood, if I remember correctly, covered with some kind of cloth. 
The 
dignitaries, on the appointed düy, came down from Tokio on a magniflcont 
barge, and all the resources of the fleet were employed to make the display 
on our side as impressive as possible. 
All told, the Americans numbered 
something like GOO, including officers, sailors and marines, occupying about 
thirty boats, which advanced toward the shore in line abreast. As wo marched 
up the beach the bands played, and howitzers mounted in the bows of the 
tH)ats flred in unison a salute of twenty-one guns in honor of the Emperor, 


It was really a wonderful spectacle, and was additionally interesting be- 
cause it represented the culmination of a great historical episode.—Harper'v 
Weekly.

RAISING 
HOLLYHOCKS. 


In the gardens of our forefathers 
tho hollyhock was the most formal of 
all flowers.

votees. 
However, the hollyhock is 
coming Into it own, as tho hydridizors 
have taken it in hand, and wo now 
have tho blooms single and double, of 
all imaginable shades and colors—re- 
sembling tlio QUlllod astors, rivaling In 
form tho choicest frilled and incurved 
chrysanthemums, and others as round 
as the flower of a peony—and the seed 
has been soloctod so severely for early 
blooming that they can now be had 
in bloom from seed in one season. 
Give them a permanent location in the 
hardy bed or border, or plant them in 
clumps to hide unsightly places. 
The 
soil cannot be too rich for them, and 
it should bo deep and mellow and well 
enriched 
with 
well-rotted 
manure. 
Mulch in hot weather. 
When the 
frost kills the stalks in the fall, cut 
them off and cover 
with 
manure 
twelve inches deep.—Woman's Homo

Thljs pear was taken from a collec- 
tion of newly born fruits, at the time 
when agriculturists thin trees which 
ire too heavily burdened with their 
charges, the fruit being immediately 
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placed on a branch one year of age by 
means of that method of grafting 
known as grafting under the bark. 
One may easily see the method pur- 
sued by examining the picture.

five centimeters, an

made towQrd the end in order to open 
the bark on one side, while the stem of 
the fruit was cut fiat, so that it might 
be inserted under the raised bark, the

B j CoflifBOdor« S. N icholson, U. S. N. (R etired) 
EFORE the beginning of the year 1S53 the Japanese Government 
sent word to Commodore Perry, through the Dutch traders, that 
the Emperor was dead. As it turned out, this was true, but our 
commander did not feel sure of it, and he was by no means dis­ 
posed to accept the suggestion, conveyed with the message, that 
It would be impossible under the circumstances to renew tho 
negotiations for a long time to come. 
Accordingly, early in 
February, 1854, we found ourselves once more in the Bay of 
Yeddo, our squadron on this occasion comprising eight vessels, 
throe of which were steamers—the Powhatan, Susquehanna and 
Mississippi. The others were the Macedonian, Vandalla, Lexington, Southamp­ 
ton and Saratoga. The commodore made the Powhatan his flagship, and 1 
was his navigating officer. 
This time the Japs were convinced that we meant business. The Emperor 
Appointed five high counsellors of state, three of whom were princes, to nego* 
tlate the treaty which had been requested by President Fillmore in his letter, 
•nd • building was erected to furnish a suitable setting for the ceremony. It 
was of wood, if I remember correctly, covered with some kind of cloth, Tho 
dignitaries, on the appointed dsy, came down from Tokio on a magniflccnt 
barge, and all the resources of the fleet were employed to make the display 
on our side as Impressive as possible. All told, the Americans numbered 
something like 600, Including officers, sailors and^ marines, occupying about 
thirty boats, which advanced toward the shore In line abreast. As wo marched 
np the beach the bands played, and howitzers mounted in the bows of the 
boats fired in unison a salute of twenty-one guns In honor of the Emperor. 
It was really a wonderful spectacle, and was additionally Interesting be* 
cause it represented the culmination of a great historical episode.—Harper’s 
Weekly.
